SAN DIEGO, March 11.—"We will 


attack Tia Juana tonight," was the 
. startling message sent Sub-Perfecto 
Jose Larocrue, in command 
of. the 


forces 
at 
the little Mexican town 


across the boundary line fcom San 
.Diego this morning by a filitmstering 
force oi Mexicans under1 the leader- 
ship of a half-breed negro, Francisco 
Salinas. 


The force is camped near two camps 


of workmen in the employ of the San 
Diego and Arizona Hallway, twenty 
miles east of Tia Juana, and numbers 
of. the workmen, who are Mexicans, 
have joined the rebel .band, which is 
said to number 140 men. 


One rurale, out scouting, has been 


captured and the band at noon was 
said to have begun the march to Tia 
Juana. 
* • 
This is the band of rebels that was 
organized near El Cajon, sixteen .miles 
east of San Diego and on the American 
side of the line. 
It slipped past the 


line a .week or two ago and since 
that time little has been heard of it. 


Today, like a bolt out of the blue 


sky, the message was conveyed to Tia 
Juana that it was to be attacked and 
in preparation for the assault every 
man under arms was ordered into the 
trenches. 


The commander of tho army patrol 


at Tia Juana, Ca!., has been notified, 
but until he receives orders his men 
will remain spectators of the battle 
that now is believed imminent. 


As an inducement to the Mexicans 


employed on the railroad the rebel 
leader is said to have offered each 
man 
-who joined his force $100 in 


American money and a deed to 100 
acres of land. 


WASHINGTON, 
March 
11.—The 


gunboat Princeton, now at Panama, 
•will be ordered northward, touching 
at Acapulco, .Mex'., and probably at 
other Mexican points, while the gun- 
boat Yorktown will Ball southward 
shortly from San Diego, Cal., also 
with orders to stop at several Mex- 
ican ports.

Coin and Checks Are Taken and 


Bold Bandits Make Escape

CONCORD, Cal.. March _11.—The 


safe in the big Concord Department 
Store here was blown open by safe- 
crackers at 2:30 this morningr and 
$83 in coin' and about $100 in cheteks, 
drawn on the Bank of Concord a.na 
the Union Savings Bank in Oakland, 
taken. 
The thieves took time; to sort 


the checks, as only those -that were 
endorsed were removed, others being 
left scattered about the store. 


According to Under Sheriff 
Veale, 


who has been detailed on the case, 
the sa/e blowing was witnessed by 
John Lambert, who. runs a bakery 
across the street, and who, though he 
watched the proceedings, did not re- 
port it .until the,men had made their 
g-etaway, declaring that he was Coiled 
in an attempt to telephone .the con- 
stable by the outside man having cut 
the big main telephone cable. 


PUTS OUT LIGHTS. 


Lambert staies that qne of the men 


worked inside, while the other stood 
watch' on the outside, throwing rocks 
at the 50-eandle power arc light at the 
corner. He succeeded In breaking: two 
of the lights, but could not smash the 
third.

The safe 
is a double doored one, and the thieves 
piled tables about the doors in a "V- 
shape and soaped the left hand door 
before pouring- in the nitro glycerine. 
Evidently every precaution was taken 
to deaden the "noise, and just enough 
of the explosive was iised to open one 
of the doors.

about G feet 9 inches in height and 
weighing about 180 pounds; wore fair- 
ly good colthes and a dark overcoat. 


STEAL VELOCIPEDE. 


The robbers broke into a section 


house at the Southern Pacific station 
at Avon, about .ten miles from Con-, 
cord, previous to -going -to crar Jng 
the safe. They took" out'a velocl^^de 
and went down the track to Concord. 
There they cut the telegraph and-tel- 
ephone wires at each side of the sta- 
tion.1 Smelling 
that the

which they took at Avon did .not run 
easily, it is supposed they loroke into 
the section house at Concord after the 
wire cutting and obtained another. 


After the robbery- was accomplished, 


they'escaped in the stolen conveyance, 
supposedly in the direction of Pleasan- 
ton and Livermore.

To Play Nevada 


The murder apparently was entire- 


ly unprovoked and of the most wan- 
ton character. Mrs. La ^Franchi, with 
two bullets in her left* leg, drag-ged 
herself over .half a mile to the nearest 
neighbor and gave the alarm. 
Gave Food and Shelter 


She says that late last evening an 


Italian whose name she did not know 
applied to her husband 
for 
work. 


They took him-/in and fed Him and 
fixed a place for him to sleep in. tlie 
barn. 
About 4 o'clock this morning 


she noticed that he was busying him- 
self about the premises and when she 
and her husband and nephew went 
out. to begin milking the cows she 
asked, him why he was around so 
early. 
He replied that he "was in the 


habit of arising early. 
Shot Through Heart 


Then, according 
to 
the 
woman's 


story, as her husband drew his stool 
toward a cow, the lodger fired with- 
out 
warning, 
shooting La Franchi 


through the heart. 


He then turned- the weapon upon 


the 
lad 
Albertino and 
shot 
him 


through the head. As Mrs. La Fran- 
chi ran screaming from the barn- he 
fir'rfd twice, both 
bullets taking; .ef- 


fect in her left leg. 
Fled to the Hills 


The murderer then fled across th« 


ranch in the direction of the .hilt* 
and Mrs.' La Franchi, aUhough 'suf- 
fering from loss of blood and great 
paiji, managed to r»ach : a" neighbor's 
house a half mile. away. • 
1 The son of-the house and the hired 


man started for the La Franchi home 
and on finding- the bodies of the two 
murdered . men ..they hastened to a 
telephone and notified 
the 
sheriffs 


office 
in 
San 
Rafael. 
The sheriff 
started for the scene and. after ques- 
tioning Mrs. La Franchi and obtain- 
ing.a description of the murderer, or- - 
ganized two-posses.

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The Evil of Standardization. 


The Journal of Educatien enters a vigorous protest agaifist 


having everything done ty rule of thumb. The effort to make every 
child like every other child and every^mind conform to every other 
mind is the curse of the American school system. It is an attempt 
to turn men and women into machine-m^de puppets, to fas-Won 
them all on the same model, like shoepegs or toothpicks. 
What 


the Journal of Education says, on the subject is so true and timely 
that we quote it in full: 
• . 


' "Of all the dangers in American life today there is none more 


serious than that which lurks in the scheme of • standardization. 
Standardization is the a-b-c of tyranny, and its pace is in a geometri- 
cal ratio. 
' 


"Raising standards of life is glorious; trying to crystallize life is 


damnable. 
Raising standards • is never standardizing. 
Raising 


standards is projecting'efficiency.' Standardization is -petrifaction. 
:La'fe is never standardized; only the inorganic can crystallize. 


"There is no such thing as petrified wood. That which goes by 


that name has no more trace of organic life than ihas the frost forest 
'on the window. That which we call petrified wood is purely a 
mineral substance that has taken the place of the wood, replacing 
every fiber so daintily and gracefully as to leave every cell in perfect 
form, retaking every finest tracery of fiber, Chough not a suspicion 
of anything is there that \vas ever organic. 


"Standardization means the transference of a live institution 


into one that is inorganic. Every trace of life is removed, but it, is 
done so delicately that there remains even the very cells and fila- 
ment of that which was once alive, btvtit is now no more alive than 
the tree-shaped'rocks of Arizona. 


"It is- the same whether you standardize a''method of teaching] 


or a 2><x4}4 measurement for admission to high, school or college, 
or the 'size ,of endowment'of a college requisite for a professor to 
draw a pension. 
' 


"Nothing was ever standardized without injecting into it-an em- 


balming fluid to preserve the form of the corpse. 


"A standardizer is no more, no less than an up-to-date under- 


taker who satisfies the Ufcreaved friends that he has made it impos- 
sible for the departed to come to life. 


"Every great service rendered the cause of education from ear- 


liest times has been by those wflio brought life into institutions and 
methods. 


"The world has been cursed by standardizers from Goliath to 


men in the twentieth century. There has never been a ray of hope 


. from a standardizer since the day when Cain tried to standardize 


the suburbs of the Garden of Eden. Standardizers get the sanie 
satisfaction from- killing off the ambitions of boys in this day that 
Cain did in killing Abel. .They raise Cain-literally by reproducing 
•his work among the sons of men. 


"Standardization sooner or later meets a David. If standardiza- 


tion had been able to rule, there, would have been no science, no 
art, no civilization, no Christianity. There -was never greater need 
of a hero among the sons of men than there is today in the educa- 
tional life of America." 


Neither art, literature nor learning can be standardized. Genius 


,cann0t,-<be run into moulds made by men who do not know .what 


./'genius is and are incapable of understanding the workings of great 


and versatile minds. Yet it is precisely those who cannot understand 
or appreciate real genius who wish to standardize the products and 
processes of genius. A dull pedagogue who has no talent for writ- 
ing himself and little knowledge of literature' will unhesitatingly 
prescribe rules and formulas for authors; ihe will tell one off-hand 
how long a "short" story should be; what its essentials are and 
the quality of its literary finish. He will tell you where Shake- 
speare and Milton and Voltaire and Dante and Balzac and Poe 
blundered and made mistakes—committed sins against style. So 
any common loafer can criticize the creations of master painters and 
master builders. The loafer has a "standard" by which he meas- 
"ures. His stand-ard is a mixture, of ignorance, assurance and con- 
ceit. He wants everything to -be of the same sizfe arid shape, and 
all brains small, like his own. He wants to standardize the universe 
in accordance with the ideas of stupidity and mediocrity.

at a price of 160 rubles ($82.40> each. In 
lf.100 1,200,000 squirrel skms were sold fit 
,20 kopecks (10 cents) each; this year 
o/ily 75,000 skins were sold, but at 75 
kopecks (39 cents) each. 


The vast number of Siberian exiles live 


mainly "on" their ability to trap in those 
regions without molestation on the part 
of the authorities, and as a consequence 
furbearing animals are not multiplying, 
as fast as.they are trapped. This deci- 
mation 
has been 
going on for many 


years, with the result that furs are be- 
coming scarce and the prices are soar- 
ins.—Ruskoye Slovo.

make me now wonfter that I am alive. 
Thev have a mfthod of whipping boys 
that was part machinery and part hand. 
They used a contrlvnncn by which they 
si retch a boy out and hold him Immova- 
ble while a cuartl beats tho victim with 
a thick strap. 
"This whipping Post was foi"med so 
that the victim's feet were fastened in 
a. standing position on the , floor, while 
his body was stretc-lifd nut over a board 
in a bent position and his hands tied to 
hold him there. 
Boys received from 50 
to 200 lashes. 
The attendants la.id wet 
Turkish towels over the victim to guard 
against marks, but I have known boys 
being marked for weeks despite this 
pre- 
caution, and saw some who fainted un- 
der the beating. 
"This flogging stall was known as the 
'paint shop,' and the mention of the name 
wa.s a dread to the prisoners. 
The least 
breach of discipline brought a trip to the 
•paint shop' for a beating. The room was 
on lhi> third floor and was locked to tlie 
visitors. 
"Another means of punishment was o. 
period in a room on bread and water. 
I have known of boys spending thirty 
days In this place and coming out phys- 
ical wrecks. 
The guards would bring 
bread and water when they felt like it, 
and some times it was 4 o'clock, in the 
afternoon before the boys would get their 
noon rations. At night the steam would 
be turned off in the room, and the boys 
imprisoned there had nothing on 
but 
their nightshirts, without a single blan- 
ket"For 
great punishment 
they 
would 


handcuff boys to a ring overhead 
ancl 
leave them to endure torture, with arms 
stretched over their heads for hours at 
a time. 
One night an official, who is 


still there, I believe, beat ancl kicked me 
into insensibility for talking with othejr 
boys. 
I v.:as unahio to raise my arms 
above my head for days, and 
J was 


black and blue for weeks thereafter."

CHICAGO. March 11.—Although 
re- 


duced Pullman berth rates have been in 
effect since February-1, passenger traf- 
flc officials on lines entering Chicago de- 
clare there has been no appreciable' In- 
crease in the demand for upper berths, 
the price for which was lessened to SO 
per cent of lower berth rates. 


It was believed at first by a number 


of railroad officials that the cut in tolls 
by

eagerly taken advantage of by the trav- 
eling public. 
Reports received at the 
Pullrnai, offices and observations made 
by officers in the passenger departments 
of various railroads, however, are to 
the effect that lower berths, with com- 
paratively

A number of passenger traffic man- 
agers yesterday

the opinion 
that the .public generally has not been 
fully acquainted as yet with the fact 
that upper berth rates are cheaper than 
those for lower, and that It will be sev-
